WHAT STALIN THINKS 
Dictator Stalin has been asked many times by visi­ 
tors to the Kremlin whether there can be permanent peace 
between Soviet Russia and the non-communist nations. In­ 
variably his answer has seemed to be yes. But does he 
really believe that anything more than a temporary truce 
is possible? 
That question is posed in an article published in the 
January issue of Foreign Affairs. The work of a student 
6t Russian ideology who signs himself Historicus, it is 
an exhaustive analysis of the statements and writings of 
Stalin over a period of nearly 80 years. It compares the 
aasuranoea Stalin has given from time to time with the 
groat mass of Oontradictory teaching hs has fed the Rus­ 
sian people. It draws a conclusion. 
The doetrine embraced by Stalin in speaking to his 
fellow communists, says Historicus, is “ uncompromisingly 
revolutionary” from beginning to end—no matter how 
he may phrase it at times for tactical reasons. He holds, 
as he baa said again and again, that the world has been 
divided into two hostile camps since the boishevist revolu­ 
tion and that clashes between them are inevitable until 
on* or the other has conquered. 
2s there any reason to doubt that this is what Stalin 
believes T Lenin said the same thing, and Stalin is the de­ 
voted follower of Lenin. Both have expounded the theory 
that capitalism is doomed to destroy itself, but both have 
aleo indorsed the principle that communists must help the 
process along. Unquestionably Stalin is convinced that 
a world divided between communism and capitalism can­ 
not stand—and he is determined that communism shall 
win. 
There is one hope of averting a war to the death. 
Stalin is a realist. He understands the language of force, 
if hs can be persuaded that the United States is too strong 
to be overcome, he will compromise.

DENVER. Dec. 24.—<INS>—The 
battle of the bulge four yean ago 
was much in the mind today of 
Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower, for­ 
mer supreme commander of the 
allied forces in Europe. 
In Denver with his wife for the 
Chirstmas holidays. Oen. Eisen­ 
hower, now Columbia university 
Dresident. said: 
“The battle of the bulge started 
on the morning of the 18th. The 
German Oen. Von Runstedt led 
the drive red moving fast. We had 
to do something just as fast. 
“I ordered General Patton to 
drive at the prong from the south 
to cut off part of his corridor and 
squeeze him in. 
“Patton made headway,“ con­ 
tinued Eisenhower, “but it was 
slow, cold, snowy and they battled 
against fanatic resistance: But Pat­ 
ton moved/' 
By Christmas eve four years ago, 
Eisenhower recalled, tho Gorman 
attack was broken. This, ho said, 
followed the historic American air 
attack of Dec. 23 and 24, 1044, in 
which 3,000 U. S. heavy bombers 
were among the 7,000 planes in­ 
volved. 
“The day after Christmas Patton 
connected with the 101st, trapped 
at Bastogne, and then we went on 
the offensive," said Eisenhower. 
“By Now Tears day, 1946, the en­ 
emy acknowledged defeat and we 
knew we had him licked.” 
Eieenhower concluded: “But that 
was the wont Christmas in my 
memory. I would like to stop now 
and pay tribute to thofe thousands 
of men who braved the snow, cold 
and the worst the enemy could of­ 
fer, and ftlll stand victorious.”

Say Lower Bracket Salaries 
To Profit Little From 
Retirement Cash Value 


OTHER EVENTS 
IN COURT HOUSE 


Court house employes in the 
lower bracket of salaries today 
cited some facts concerning bene­ 
fits to them under the retirement 
plan. 
The 
statement came from 
a 
group of them, with no one person 
as spokesman. The statement then 
is a group statement. “The state­ 
ment has been made that the 
county has paid $40,000 in pre­ 
miums for the retirement plan. 
This is true but an examination 
of the payment shows the bulk of 
it goihg to pay the premiums on 
the older, higher bracketed salary 
group and the elected official 
group. 
* 
For example one elected official 
pays but $09 per year into the re­ 
tirement plan, the county pays 
$849.78 per year and at the end 
of five yean he will collect 
$4162.03. 
The lower bracket Incomes, paid 
to young people shows a different 
story. The minimum wage is $120 
per month. An employe in the 
average 
group 
gets 
$138 
per 
month. This employe pays $49.02 
per year into the plan, the county 
pays $61.31 and the cash value at 
the end of five years the employe 
is entitled to $391.93, nearly half 
of which has been paid by the em­ 
ploye. We believed the retirement 
plan should not be used as a sub­ 
stitute for a raise which is cer­

ACTION SURPRISES 
SECURITY COUNCIL 


PARIS, Dec 34.—<INS)—Britain 
endorsed today a U. S. demand that 
)uteh troops restore to the Repub- 
eans all Indonesian territory tak- 
n from the Republicans. 
In a surprise move Britain con­ 
demned the Dutch attack on the 
ndonesian Republic and called 
ir security council orders ending 
oatilities. 
British Delegate M. E . Denning 
old the council the Dutch had 
Deaed warfare which inflamed 
world opinion before exhauaing all 
possibilities of negotiating a set- 
lenient. 
Surprise Move 
Britain, who has its own colonial 
roubles in the Far East, had been 
xpocted 
to 
fight 
any 
action 
against the Dutch. Its support of 
e U. S. proposals took observers 
ompletely by surprise. But France, 
he third major colonial power in 


southeast Asia, supported the Ne­ 
therlands stand. 
French Delegate Alexandre Pa- 
rodi told the council the Indones­ 
ian strife Is a purely domestic Ne­ 
therlands affair and tho U. N. has 
no right to intervene. 
Russia, meanwhile, demanded a 
share in policing Indonesia, and 
called for oven atronger action 
against the Dutch than is em- 
bodied in the American resolution. 
Parodi told tho council that the 
Dutch attack waa a "brutal, «hock­ 
ing action" but he inalsted that 
this did not give tho U. N. the 
right to intervene. 
The Russians, while endorsing 
the U.' S. demand that Dutch 
forces be ordered to yield captur­ 
ed territory, called on the security 
council also for outright condem­ 
nation of the Netherlands.

Hit Mercantile Tax 
READING, Dec. 24— Represen­ 
tatives of 28 Reading firms filed an 
appeal today in Berks county court 
to have the city ordinance creating 
a mercantile tax, effective Jan. l, 
declared invalid.

At this time, 16 non-operating 
railroad labor unions are demand­ 
ing further changes in wages, hours 
and conditions. 
T o grant these re­ 
quests would cost the railroads one 
and one-half billion dollars an­ 
nually, enough to plunge railroad 
finances ’’disastrously" into the 
red. To Judge by precedent, these 
demands wifi be granted only In 
part; but that does not encourage 
me to recommend railroad common 
stocks. Railroad labor will not in­ 
sist on wages that will cause oper­ 
ating deficits for all the roads, but 
railway labor will In the future in­ 
sist on wages that will necessitate 
reduction or omission of many divi­ 
dends. 
Railroad labor, leagued 
with labor In other Industries, is 
¡immensely more powerful politic-! 
ally than railroad shareholders. 
Railroad employees as a class are 
as worthy of their hire as laborers 
in any other industry. I feel never­ 
theless that railroad treasuries are 
just as vulnerable to labor greed 
today aa they were vulnerable in 
former times to the avarice of loot­ 
ing capitalists—such as Jay Gould 
and Jim Fiske. 
I Railroads and Next Depression 
■ Advancing costa have lifted to 
the highest point in history thel 
¡level of activity that the railroads 
must maintain to avoid deficits. 
¡This implies that the carriers will 
I be more vulnerable than ever dur­ 


ing the next depression. A decline 
of 10 per cent in gross earnings 
could eliminate all dividends and 
income bond interest in the case of 
some roads. 
Before the recent presidential 
election, the Interstate Comerce 
Commission showed an Inclination 
to boost rail rates sufficiently to 
offset successive wage advances. 
It now seems logical to expect that 
the ICC will pay some heed to the 
“mandate” of November 2 and pro­ 
ceed more slowly when authorising 
rate boosts that run counter to Mr. 
Truman’s campaign against high 
prices and further inflation. 
Recent Supreme Court Decision 
Current plans of many busi­ 
nesses to relocate near sources of 
supply, or to decentralise in order 
to cut distance to markets, reveal 
two more unfavorable Influences 
on railroad traffic volume.
